CROP DAMAGE 
IS EXAGGERATED 


In the U. 8. Says Secretary of 
Agriculture. He Doesn't 
Know About Canada. 


Chicago, May 6—Reporte of damage 
to crops which have been so numerous 
of late owing to the unseasonable wea- 
ther and the ravages of bugs, have 
been greatly exaggerated and for @ 
purpose, according to James Wilson, 
secretary of agriculture, who said to- 
night: “Spring seeding is a little 
backward on account of the cold wea- 
ther but there is plenty of time be- 
tween now and the last of September 
to grow a crop of all kinds of grain. 

‘As regards the Canadian North- 
West, the reports that this year’s har- 
vest may be seriously diminished may 
have some foundation, according to 


what I regard asi authentic advices 


from that region. The weather has 
been so sold that plowing has been 
almost im ible. However, such a 
condition in the North-West will not 
m “a great deal of difference when 
r’s crop is harvested. In the 
est there have been numerous 
reporcs for the last three weeks of ser- 
ious damage wrought by green bugs. 
The reports of damage to the winter 
wheat have been greatly exaggerated.

TO RESTRICT CHILD LABOR. 


New York Governor Approves of Hu- 
mane Measure. 


Albany, N. Y., May 6.—Governor 
Hughes has approved the Page child 
labor bill desired by the child labor 
committees and the consumers league 
and embodying recommendations 
made in his own first message to the 
legislature. It provides that no min- 
or under 16 years of age shall be em- 
ployed or permitted to work in any 
factory in this state before 8 a.m., or 
after 5 p.m., or more than eight hours 
in any one day. The act will not take 
effect until Jan. 1, 1908.

THE GUILD HAL 


“AsMemorable Speech, Which 
willjFind a Place in History” 
Says London Paper. 

The London Tribune thus reports Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier’s speech at the ban- 
tet in the Guildhall on April 16 to 


the colonial premiers :— 
Sir Wiitrid Laurier, on rising to re- 


ly, was received with loud and pro- | 


longed cheering. Having referred to 
the hospitality of the city, and to some 
of the historic gatherings within the 
Guildhall, he said the countries which | 
the premiers represented were those 
young daughter nations of England 
who, in all parts of the surface of the 
earth, maintained those British insti-| 
tutions which, wherever applied, were 
aynonymous with law, order, and lib- 
erty, and who in the proud exuber- 
ance of their inanhood proclaimed 
their affection for and attachment to 
the British crown. (Cheers.) They 
had sent their delegates to confer 
with the government of Great Britain | 
upon question, problems and topics af- 
fecting their own welfare, the welfare 
of Britain herself, and the welfare of 
the British empire. 

Having referred to the powerful per- 
sonality of the late Mr. Seddon, Sir 
Wilfrid remarked that since he had 


been in this country he had learnt |

LONGSHOREMEN’S STRIKE. 


Assuming Serious Asnect And May 
Tie Up Passenger Lines. 


Associated Press Despatch. 

New York, May 6.—The strike of 
Longshoremen which has _ been in 
progress for more than a week, affect- 
ing not only the coastwise steamers 
but several transatlantic lines took 
an extremely serious turn to-day when 
the men employed on five or more of 
the trans-Atlantic steamers joined the 
movement. The men joined the strik-

Sir William Mulock’s Splendid Ad- 
dress at Final Meeting of 
Conciliation Board. 


This afternoon the final meeting of 
the Conciliation Board was held in 
the drawing room of the Fernie hotel. 
it was a public meeting, and the 
members of the preas were admitted. 
Sir Wm, Mulock presided, being sup- 
ported by Messrs, Eckstein, Parker 

h. Others present included 
the Deputy Minister of Labor Mac- 
kenzie King, L. Stockett, representing 
the Western Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion; R. G. Drinnan, general superin- 
tendant of the Crow’a Nest Pass Coal

1.M.W. of A.; J. Galvin, vice-presi- 
dent; A. Macdonald, secretary; P. 
Patterson, Sullivan, Graham and 
Lancaster, 

After the reading of the minutes of 
the previous meeting, Mr. Stockett 
informed the board that it would not 
be necessary to enter upon_ their 
tabors, and thanked Sir Wm. Mulock 
ior his response to duty in coming 
such a long distance to settle the dis- 
pute. 


tions. 

President Sherman joined in thanks 
to the Board and said that they were 
very pleased to know for in future for 
matters of this kind they could have 
a board constituted as they were for 
the settlement of their grievances. 

Sir William Mulock’s Speech. 

Sir Wm, Mulock said in speaking to 
his colleagues of tiie Board: : 

“I presume that in our labors with 
this meeting we have organized form- 
ally under the Act, though not ap- 
pearing necessary to do so. If we 
nad to proceed witt, the inquiry we 
should Cave been expected to take 
oath of office and proceed in the 


usual way, ‘ 

“We thought it better that we 
should meet informally. We learned 
that the parties themseives, aided by 
Mackenzie King, were negotiating a 
part de- 
cided to defer formality in hope that 
the happy result which today has 

Rleved might be reached by 


Wise Action of Both Parties. 

“You have done most wisely in 
coming together and adjusting your 
differences in this way. It is true 
that the Board took no part in this 
matter. It was not necessary to 
have done, because the fact that the 
Boards were within the reach of both 
parties seems to have suggested to 
them, the uselessness of their asking 
assistance of the Boards to do what 
they themselves could better do if 
they were so disposed. 

Sometimes parties to trade disputes 
allow feeling to depose their reason 
for the moment and foolish things 
and unwise words are done and utter- 
ed. 

Trade Disputes to Be Treated 
Philosophically. 

“Whereas these trade disputes 
ought to be regarded as_ incidental 
to business affairs, just as a discus- 
sion takes place between the buyer 
and seller of any article of commerce, 
the buyer wishing to purchase at the 
best price; the purchaser wishing to 
buy at the cheapest price. The work- 
ing man thas his labor to sell; the 
employer has it to buy, and it is to 
some extent natural that each one 
should desire to make the best bar. 
gain in the disposition of this article 
of commerce, 

Unwise Methods in the Past. 

“But in the dest there has been an 
unnecessary disregard of common 
sense and principle, ‘and in the ad- 
justment of these disputes the em- 
ployers and employees have treated 
each other often as if they were hos- 
tile forces. They have wasted valu- 
able time and money resulting in 
mutual exhaustion, until at last the 
contestants have come to the forum 
of conscience and reason and attain 
the end that ought to have been at- 


tained at the beginning without the! 


intervention of any warlike acts, 
Effect of New Statute. 


‘There is now on the statute book a 
statute which renders a strike or 


=| lockout or cessation of work pendi 


a dispute wholly unnecessary, an 
when hereafter such a condition is 
brought about, so long as this Act is 
upon the statute it is a wanton mis- 
use of liberty, There is no longer a 
necessity for an employer to lock out 
his men in any of the classes of indus- 
try to which this act applies. There 
is no necessity for any set of men, en-

No doubt any Board engaged in the 
settling of disputes such as the one -n 
question—even if work were continued 
in the meantime——would take that 
fact into consideratian in its judg- 
ment and would make the terms of 
settlement resrospective to recover the 
time that might elapse during a settle- 
ment and whilst the work was going 
| on, Therefore with that possibility in 
view nothing would be gained by eith- 
er party in dragging out negotiations 
they would gain nothing by the time 
in conferences and arguments. 

Neither Party to Gain by Dallying. 

“T mentioned that, in case it might 
be thought that any party would be 
gaining by delaying a final  settle- 
| ment. Any wise board would take 
that circumstance into consideration 
and make its term retractive if it was 
thought equitable that such should 
be the case. I have had the honor of 
receiving many confidences from both 
sides in connection with this dispute, 
and as to the manner in which the 
mining industry in this district has 
been carried on. 

Suggests Improvement in System. 

“I eve no personal knowledge of 
the subject,‘ and ‘perhaps the obser- 
vation I am about to make may be a 
crude one, but nevertheless with all 
respect to the management of these 
mines it would be possible—at least | 
I hope so—for the employer to adopt 
some improvement in their working 
system that may be of service to 
themselves and to their employees. 
The interest of the employees and em- 
ployers are mutual. They engaged in 
a limited partnership, and it is im- 
| possible for one to be unjust without 
the other being injured also. } 

“ Hand-to-Mouth Methods. 

“Now it has been told to me on 
many occasions that operations in 
these mines have been interrupted 
because there are no cars to carry off 
the coal. One miner told me that in| 
jone month in one mine the men lost 
several days’ work out of a possible 
twenty-six days because of there be- 
ing no cars to ship the coal, and their 
company having no facilities for stor- 
|ing coal as it was mined. They had 
been depending on cars to load coal 
jat once. It occurred to me that this | 
is a rather hand-to-mouth method of 
carrying on such an important in- 
| dustry, and that the practice adopted 
}at other great mining centres might 
very well be adopted here, namely, 
| having storage to some limited extent 
}to bring over interruptions such as 
are inevitably arising from the lack 
| of transportation or other obstruction 
}to business. 


| Miners Require More Healthful 
Recreation. 

“Tt is natural that men engaged in 
mini&g should desire a reasonable 
holiday during the pleasant season of 
the year. Their calling is laborious 
|and hazardous, and it would be to 
|the interest of the men and also the 
jemployers that the employees should 
|from time to time have a reasonable 
| relaxation from labor in the open air, 
where their health would be restored 
and their system toned up. They 
would then be in better spirits and 
nent condition to carry on their 
work.

Praise for Both Parties to Agreement. 

“T have been very much gratified 
at the intelligent spirit that has been 
brought to bear by the operators and 
employees in connection with this 
question. There has been a great ad- 
vance made in the settlement of dis- 
putes, a great stimulus has been giv- 
en to a sensible settlement of disputes 
by the conduct of the parties to this 
one. They met in a sensible way with 
a determination evidently to make 
concessions. 


Compromise Always Necessary. 

“It is impossible that all the de- 
mands on each side could ever be 
granted. Every question of import- 
ance in life that requires the concur- 
rence of many minds is the outcome 


| of compromise. A public question of 


any importance on which people will 
unite has to be the result of an in- 
terchange of thought, of the adjusting 
of opposing and conflicting views; so 
in trade disputes there must he mu- 
tual concession if there is to be any- 
thing accomplished. 
An Object-Lesson to All Canada. 


‘I have no mature views to offer 
you. These are merely thoiights that 
are uppermost in my mind. You 
have the satisfaction of knowing that 
you have not only well guarded your 
own interests, but you have set an 


“Forced holidays in a fragmentary 
way—a day here and a day there— 
during the working season, do not 
enable a working man to take a solid 
holiday of a few weeks, but simply 
shuts him out from work for the day. 
I can imagine that the only resort 
in this case would be to hang about 
waiting for work to resume; perhaps 
going to the tavern; perhaps idling 
somewhere and getting into a discon- 
tented frame of mind.

Stockett, allude to my having taken 
this long trip to be of some service 
in this trouble, I can assure you that 
the satisfaction I have received, in 
witnessing your efforts to solve this 
problem, is to me one of the greatest 
pleasures I have experienced since 1 
took any interest in public affairs. 

“On behalf of the board, I think 
I can eay that these sentiments are 
those of my colleagues, and for them 
and myself I thank you all for the 
course you have taken in bringing 
such a happy termination to this im- 
portant question.”

CALGARY POWER COMPANY. 

Calgary, May 6.—The first trans- 
mission itistallation of the Calgary 
Power and Transportation Company 
will be 6,000 horse powers and 
later on may be eae a e 
power at Horse Shoe Falls will have 
a minimum of 8,000, all the year 
round, with an equipment for 12,000, 
which may be procured for eleven 
months of the year. 

The “head’”’ will be 100. feet, and 
the work will consist of a large con- 
crete dam, situated on a favorable 
rock foundation. From this point the 
water will be carried a quarter of a 
mile by tunnel, pipe and canal to the 
power house at the base of ihe cliff. 

The company has purchased 1,000 
acres along the river front from the 
Stoney Indian Reserve and have ob- 


tained riparian rights from the Do- 
minion Government. They pro to 
have a railway station established 


and complete communication with 
the outside world by telegraph and 
telephone. 

The arrangement at the present 
time that exists between the company 
and city is a maximum of $30 per’| 
orse power per annum (10 hours), to 
inaividuals and companies using 
power, with a rebate of 20 per cent. 
to the city. 

The capitalization is fixed ut 
$1,000,000 and is being financed at 
Montreal and London, England, but 
the provisional board comprise prin- 
cipally prominent local men in Cal- 
gary, who are satisfied that cheap 
pest is the most necessary thing to- 

lay to eontribute to the. expansion 
of Calgary. \
